It 
speaks   of  Anthony   and   Ro'^ert   about   the   same   time,    and   says  Anthony 
prohahly   was  horn   in   England.        llo    date   of  hirth   or  birthplace   is 
given   of  Robert.  Tradition   gives   us    to    understp.nd   that    the   thref 

broth^^rs,    viz.    Thomas,   Anthony,    and  Robert,    came   from   England   al- 
though history   does  not   verify   those   statements   to  my  knowledge.
